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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The CD-ROM (film) entitled belive_thispps is classified as 
Objectionable. 

The publication's availability is likely to be injurious to the public good because of the 
extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the publication depicts matters of 
horror involving cannibalism and criminal activity falling within si 50 of the Crimes Act 
1961 (Misconduct in respect of human remains). 

The juxtaposition of glib text in association with depictions of criminal activity gives the 
publication a promotional character. The promotion of this extremely dehumanising 
criminal activity is likely to disturb and shock any viewer, and that fact of its continued 
availability demeans a civilised society. As such, a classification of objectionable is 
considered under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 to be the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression consistent with preventing these injuries, and can 
be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
